One of the most 
interesting 
and 
beneficial projects is for each of the 
members of a County Corn club to fur- 
nish a sample of hia seed corn and to 
plant it all side by side under the 
same conditions, properly numbered. 
One such experiment showed that seed 
brought in from outside the county 
produced it bushels per acre less than 
*oma of the seed from good seed 
houses, showing -2 busb“ls p“r acre 
Hess than that produced by the local 
#eed selected by the club at home. 
The crop from the home-grown seed 
sgot ripe, while that from seed shipped 
in contained a lot oi soft corn. 


iNational Crop Improvement Service.J 
An acre of corn planted in check 
rows, hills three feet and six inches 
apart, has 3,566 hills; and, with three 
stalks to the hill, 
contains 
10,668 
sialka. 
If one stalk in each hill pro­ 
duce a ten-ounce ear, the yield per 
acre will be 31.7 bushels. 
The aver­ 
age yield for ten >**are in Minnesota 
has been but 29 4 bushels. 
The aver­ 
age yield of corn per acre in Minne­ 
sota for 1909 was 34.8 bushels. 
From 
this it is easily seeu that on the aver­ 
age two stalks out of each hill do not 
produce ears at all or are missing. 
What is immensely more important 
than large ears is a field of corn in 
which every stalk produces a good 
eight or ten-ounce ear 
Three eight 
ounce ears per hill will practically 
triple tii»* present average yield 
If 
care is used in «electing only choice 
seed ears, lost stride« will be made 
in increasing corn yields.

giving a good seed bed for corn, with­ 
out the use of the disc.

pared seed bed means a tnjor stand 
m d an uneven growth and the corn 
win iruffer more from 
drouth 
and
